awarded to the J. B. Clow company of 


hicago, will be used in the proposed 


extension of the new municipal water 
works system. 


TIic board next very 
wisely and 


properly rejected the bids of the five 
oust ruction companies and also the 
rids for hydrants. 


The Advocate Tuesday afternoon 


published a comparison of what the 
proposed construction 
work would 


cost the city at the present lowest 
bid compared with wiat 
it 
would 


have cost two years ago and the fig- 
ures showed that the city would have 
been loser to the extent of $10,532.75. 


The hoard met "Wednesday morning 


for the purpose of acting on the bids 
and Mr. Levingston moved that the 
bid of T. C. Brooks & Son on con- 
struction he accepted. 
Mr. Pitser 


agreed to second the motion provided 
Mr. Taylor agreed to make it unani- 
mous. This Mr. Taylor refused to do 
and the matter was passed for 
the 


time. 


Mr. Pitser next moved that the 


board accept the bid for the Matthews 
hydrant at $28, which was the lowest 
bid on hydrants and asked for a sec- 
ond. 
There was no response. Mr. 


Pitser next moved that the bid of the 
Rensselaer company for gate valves 
be accepted and the move was sec- 
onded by Mr. Taylor and carried, Mr. 
Levingston not voting. 


An Advocate representative was in-

guration a noble band of about S9€ 
Buffalonians arrived in Washington in 
a big and boisterous bunch. Tk*y 
marched to Odd Fellows' hall and took 
up quarters. 
They proclaimed with 


violent vociferations that they had ar- 
rived to "whoop it up for Grove." And 
they whooped it up until most of them 
got the whooping cough. But they got 
nothing else. The entire crowd had 
gone thither mainly in the hope of get- 
ting offices under Cleveland. Some ol 
them wanted to be ambassadors, and 
others wanted to be janitors. But not 
a Buffalo crony of Cleveland made the 
slightest kind of killing in that line. 
The crowd remained in Washington 
for a full week, but Cleveland was 
busy, and finally the band returned 
home to remain in Buffalo. 
Not one 


of them received an appointn^it Cur- 
ing either of Cleveland's terms. 


Mr. Cleveland was charged with be- 


ing ungrateful to his friends. No doubt 
he was sorry that his friends felt that 
way, but he was not sufficiently sorry 
to relent and let them into the public 
feed trough just because a matter of 
propinquity had made them his friends. 
Whatever you may think about that, 
you must admit that it takes a man of 
stiff and solid moral backbone to re- 
sist such importunities. Even the im- 
mortal Lincoln helped his Springfield 
friends to good jobs when nobody wa» 
looking.

It was Mr. Cleveland's famous mes- 


sage to congress 
recommending 
a . 


"tariff for revenue only" which worked 
most largely toward his defeat by Ben- 
jamin Harrison in 1888. 
This mes- 


sage came right on the eve of the 
presidential nominations and was pro- 
mulgated against the advice of party 
leaders. 


When Cleveland first became presi- 


dent the Democrats were so office hun- 
gry that the White House ought to 
have been enlarged then, instead of 
waiting twenty years.

of importunate job hunters lined the

grounds. Cleveland at first expressed 
a determination to resist the hungry 
horde and create vacancies only for the 
good of the government service, but 
in time he wearied of. resistance and 
modified his policy to the extent of re- 
moving Republicans for "offensive par- 
tisanship."

construed as to let in myriads of 
Democrats. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, the postoffice subordinate who 
wielded the ax of decapitation in the 
cases of many thousands of insignifi- 
cant postmasters, was - rewarded by

when Cleveland was named for the 
higher office the third time in succes- 
sion, in 1892. 


Harrison and high tariff, the Mc- 


Kinley act of 1890, the consequent high 
prices for the poor man's necessaries 
of life, brought about a demand for 
another Cleveland term, and the man 
who had flung his lance of tariff re- 
duction in the face of an amaxed con- 
stituency in 1SS7 was triumphantly 
elected on that very issue in the main 
after having spent four years in New 
York city practicing law and in rural 
regions shooting ducks and hooking 
fish.
